The  question  being  on  con  can  lag  in  Cue  repoil 
of  Lhc  minority  of  the  committee  on  Federal  Re- 
lations, submitted  January  31st,  eusb>  feeing  a  se- 
ries of  resolutions  on  the  state  of  the  Union, 

Mr.  Heffren  said: 

Mi;.  BpcaKBB: — I  hope,  in  the  discussion  of 
this  question,  I  may  be  able  not  only  to  au^tr-cr 
tho  statements  and  arguments  of  gentlemen  on 
the  other  side  of  the  house,  but  also  to  rOfldaf  im- 
pregnable the  position  taken  by  the  niiuon tj  oJ 
the  select  committee  of  thirteen. 

I  will  commence  with  the  honorable  gentleman 
from  Laporte  (Mr.  Sherman )f  who  rafa/jred  to 
treason  and  rebellion  running  through  evivy  ISne 
and  sentiment  of  the  report  of  the  minority  of  the 
committee.  W bile  I  have  ijr* at  reepeei  for  his 
inteUiymve  and  kindness  of  heart,  ami  while  \  be- 
lieve he  would  say  nothing  upon  this  floor  ealeu- 
latcd  to  icon ntl  or  irritate  Cm uenuihilitiet  of  any 
gentleman  Opposed  to  him  in  principle,  (  must 
grant  that  under  the  ci.cumsianecs  surrounding 
iho  northern  prison,  he  must  hpvc  thought  he 
was  speaking  about  my  friend  i'rom  Allen's  (Mr. 
Jenkfnjon)  resolution  to  annihilate  that  peniten- 
tiary, instead  of  the  minority  report  of  the  com- 
initLee  of  thirteen,  licing  charitably  disposed, 
and  knowing  his  whole  soul  is  fixed  upon  keep- 
ing the  penitentiary  at  Michigan  City,  •  lyok 
over  any  remark  he  may  have  made  iit  the  heal 
of  debate  in  regard  to  his  report  as  the  offshoot  of 
a  morbid  imagination.  Uut  the  gentleman  who 
followed  him  on  the  same  side  of  the  house)  the 
gentleman  from  Jasper  (Mr.  Moody),  who  has 
been  wading  in  swamp  land  frauds  in  that  woe- 
begone county  for  lol  these  many  months — 

Mr.  Sherman  (interrupting) — The  gentleman 
from  Jasper  is  not  present — is  not  in  his  seal.  I 
hope  no  allusion  to  him  will  be  made. 

Mr.  lleflren — Will  the  gentleman  from  Lapo/ie 
assume  the  gentleman's  position? 

Mr.  Sherman — I  prefer  not  to,  in  as  much  as  I 
am  reminded  that  the  gentleman  from  Jasper  is 
not  present. 

Mr.  Hour  en —  I  Will  make  but  a  single  allusion 
in  regard  to  the  charge  of  treason  and  rebellion 
which  he  hurled  against  the  DouiooraUo  pa-  ly  and 
their  Representatives  here.  I  could  expect  noth- 
ing else  from  one  whose  soul  is  so  lost  lu  honoi, 
to  dcL'cney,  and  to  the  titter  feelings  of  human  na- 
ture— a  heart  so  devoid  of  feeling,  so  depraved 
and  infamous,  as  to  rise  in  his  place  upun  the 
floor  and  apeak  in  calumnious  terms  and  heap  op- 
probrious epithets  upon  the  dead. 

Tho  Speaker  (Mr.  Grcsham  in  the  chair)  rap- 
ping on  his  desk  with  the  gavil — "  Order." 

Mr.  Ilcftrcn  (with  emphasis) — Aye,  Mr.  Speak- 
er, JOSJ  may  call  to  order  now.  Why  did  you  not 
fill  to  order  those  gentlemen  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Chamber  when  they  hurled  upon  us  hero  the 
epithets  of  rreotOH  and  traitor/ 

The  Speaker  (interrupting) — I  will  inform  the 
gentleman  that  I  have  jnst  taken  this  seat.  X 
was  not  in  the  chair  when  those  he  refers  to  were 
speaking. 

Mr.  llctfrcn — Tho  Speaker  of  this  House  suffered 
those  epithets,  and  we  must  suppose  that  he  who 
is  his  substitute  would  do  the  same  thing,  especi- 
ally when  that  substitute  did  not  rise  in  his  place 
and  call  the  gentlemen  to  order.    So  much  for 
'that.    The  gentleman  from  Koseuisko  (Mr.  Fra- 
?.ier)  spoke  this  morning  about  divers  and  sundry 
things  iu  connection  with  these  reports.    1  do  not 
propose  to  follow  iu  the  same  path  which  has 
been  marked  out  here  by  gent  I  emeu  upou  the 
other  side.    I  do  not  propose  to  descend  to  their 
pools  of  infamy  and  seurility,  and  in  tho  language 
that  distinguishes  put-house  politicians  belch  torth 
here  upon  this  floor  slanders  upon  my  opponents 
save  in  self-defense.    It  would  be  beneath  the 
dignity  of  a  Representative  of  tho  people  of  Indi 
ana,  and  unbecoming  a  member  who  stands  here 
recognizing  himself  as  well  as  those  who  surround 
htm  as  being  gentlemen  and  entitled  to  respect, 
until  their  own  conduct  prescribes    a  diffcient 
course.    You  may  discuss  this  question  as  you 
will — talk  of  treason  and  Dcuiociatic  traitors — 
talk  about  the  bones  of  patriotic  fathers  rattling 
in  their  graves — yea,  go  back  to  the  musty  records 
of  the  past,  and  hunt  up  what  the  Democi  atic 
erecd  was  iu  1S4U,  and  give  adisseitation  thereon, 
and  even  follow  it  down  to  1841,  and  say  that  we 
have  changed  front — that  we  have  abandoned  out 
party  platforms  and  principles — that  they  aro 
now  different  from  what  they  were  .twelve  years 
ago — and  what  does  it  amount  to'.'    That  is  not 
now  the  question.    It  is  not  who  is  consistent, 
but  a  far  greater  question  is  to  be  met — one  affect- 
ing every  department  of  industry,  and  even  lib- 
erty itself.    It  is  a  question  of  the  right,  of  a 
State  or  the  people  of  a  State  to  dissolve  the 
bonds  that  bind  them  to  this  Union  and  exercise 
the  rights  of  freemen,  and  establish  independent 
governments,  with  power  to  contract  alliances, 
make  treaties,  etc.    But  before  entering  into  a 
discussion  of  this  question  I  must  bo  permitted 
to  answer  some  of  the  objections  of  gentlemen 
who  hare  preceded  mo,  and  reflate  the  accusations 
made  by  them,  and  also  to  illustrate  their  posi- 
tions and  arguments,  and  compare  the  same  with 
their  political  Ilible — the  Chicago  Platform.  The 
gentleman  from  Koseuisko  (Mr.  I'razier)  told  us 
this  morning  of  the  wrongs  of  the  poor  negro, 
lie  bewailed  his  fate  in  piteous  tones  aud  dolo- 
rous accents,  and  took   the  Abolition  ground,  as 
1  thought,  of  negro  equality.    When  I  a*ked  him 
the  plaiu  and  t-implcquestion — "is m nearo a  loaf" 
— -he  dodged  and  squirmed  like  a  worm   upon  a 
hot  shovel,  until  at  last  I  got  tho  answer  from 
him  that  it  near*  <c«*  «  man.    Gentlemen  appear 
to  be  indignant  when  accused  of  negro  equality 
proclivities,  yet  their  Chicago  platform  says  *'  all 
men  are  created  free  and  equal,  and  are  endow- 
ed by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalienable  rights 
■ — that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness."    Now,  the  gentleman  says  a 
negro  is  a  man,  and  your  platform  says  all  awn 
are  eqnat.    Then  i  submit  that,  according  to  your 
logki  your  platform  and  those  who  indorse  it  are 
in  favor  of  "negro  equality."    Tell  me,  you  who 
swear  by  that  platform,  is  it  not  so?    Is  it  not 
the  fuet,atidare  not  the  negroes  entitled  to  equal 
privileges,  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  with 
yourselves;  and  do  you  not  in  effect  say  so? 

Mr.  Frailer  (interrupting) — Does  not  the  bill  of 
rights  of  (he  Indiana  Constitution  commence  the 
same  way? 

A  voice — "Does  the  Constitution  of  tho  United 
States'.'" 

Mr.  Heffren— Perhaps  they  do,  sir,  but  that 
does  not  make  any  difference  after  tho  gentleman 
asserts  that  a  negro  Is  I  matt.  1  am  following  up 
the  arguments  of  the  gentleman  from  Koseuisko. 
When  he  tolls  me  that  he  swears  by  the  Chicago 
platform  of  the  Republican  party  of  I860,  and 
theu  tell  mo,  when  he  says  a  negro  is  a  man,  that 
ho  is  not  in  favor  of  negro  equality,  I  must  come 
tooneof  two  conclusions,  either  he  believes  that 
the  platform  is  a  lie,  or  that  a  negro  is  not  a  man. 

Air.  Rundy  (interrupting) — l>oes  the  gentleman 
say  a  nag  re  is  not  a  man? 

Mr.  Heffren — I  do  emphatically;  and  I  hope  the 
gentleman  from  Henry  will  uoftake  it  that  1  in- 
tend to  impeach  his  manhood  in  making  the  asser- 
tion, for  I  do  not.  [daughter. j  I  think,  per- 
haps, the  less  talk  there  is  about  the  political 
history  of  the  past,  the  better  it  will  be  for  us  all. 
What  is  your  duty  as  Representatives?  You  de- 
nounce the  report  made  by  the  minority  of  tho 
Committee  of  Thirteen.  You  say  it  is  a  fling  at 
religion  and  the  Bible.  Not  a  word  or  a  syllable 
that  you  find  therein  that  gainsays  the  Bible,  its 
holy  precepts,  or  makes  a  fling  at  religion.  Look 
at  the  three  thousand  clergymen  of  New  Kng 


tics  instead  of  Christ  and  Him  crucified.  Look  at 
one  of  those  long-faced.  Judas-hearted,  hypocriti- 
cal wretches  who  invado  the  sanctuary  of  religion 
and  make  a  hypocritical  show  of  morality  and 
decency.  Look  at  those  fiends  who  do  nil  in  their 
power  to  distract  our  country .  who  have  divided 
the  Church  and  now  seel;  to  carry  out  their  infa- 
mous designs  by  the  division  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment. Arc  they  not  worthy  of  execration? 
Are  they  notdescrvingof  damnation  and  everlast- 
ing scorn  anil  infamy?  Sir,  in  this  city  they  pol- 
lute, with  their  vile  presence  the  House  of  liod; 
they  aid-immorality  and  vice,  produce  discord  and 
strife,  and  seem  never  so  well  at  themselves  as 
when  they  ore  stirriug  up  some  schemo  of  dis- 
union. Talk  to  me  and  then  make  me  belicvo 
the  report  of  the  minority  hits  them  too  hard. 
One  case  X  will  cite  in  this  city,  made,  too,  in  a 
church,  by  a  professed  minister  of  God,  a  church 
which  now  lies  in  ruins  and  the  ashes  scattered  to 
tho  four  winds  of  heaven,  standing  there  before 
his  God,  with  heart  full  of  rottenness  and  mean- 
ness, ho  proclaimed  to  tho  world  that  ''Jesus 
Christ  was  a  hero,  and  so  was  John  Brown." 
W  hat  place  in  hell  is  there,  taking  the  orthodox 
view  or  account  of  it  to  be  true,  hot  enough,  ter- 
rible enough,  for  such  an  one?  Ho  and  all  the 
vile,  hypocritical,  J  an  us  -  faced  wretches  are  wor- 
thy only  of  scorn,  hate  and  detestation.  This  is 
the  class  the  minority  refer  to  in  their  report. 

We  mean  not  the  pious"  minister  of  God,  with  a 
heart  full  of  piety  and  with  peace  and  goodwill 
toward  mankind  emblazoned  on  his  banner,  who 
with  reverential  awe  kneels  before  the  altar  and 
offers  up  a  prayer  to  God  of  the  universe  for  his 
many  blessings ;  who  at  morn  and  evening  re- 
members this  injunction  of  the  most  High,  and 
who  goes  about  doing  good,  relieving  the  diatrS  ss- 
ed,  supplying  the  wants  of  the  needy,  and  who, 
when  he  enters  the  sacred  pulpit,  kneels  upon  the 
three bChold  and  implores  heaven's  blessings  upon 
him,  and  then  in  a  spirit  of  true  Christian  piety 
follows  out  the  exercises  by  preaching  the  gospel 
and  exhorting  sinners  to  repentance,  performs  his 
duties  as  becomes  a  preacher,  a  man  of  God.  Oh! 
no,  we  mean  not  such  a  man;  but  these  rcprohn  tes 
who  in  their  hearts  despise  decency  as  well  as 
morality,  justice  as  well  as  religion:  those  ho 
steal  tho  livery  of  heaven  to  serve  the  devil  in." 
The  gentleman  from  Henry  (Mr.  Bundy)  says  we 
make  a  fling  at  religion.  If  it  be  a  fling  at  rt  li- 
gion  to  denounce  the  conduct  of  these  men,  tt  eu 
SO  be  it.  I  am  ready  to  take  the  reuponaibilf  iv. 
Sir,  go  baek  a  few  days  and  seethe  published  p.  o- 
cocdings  in  the  Cincinnati  Gazette  of  the  anni- 
versary of  the  birth  day  of  Tom  Paine,  in  that  ci  ty. 
fake  up  the  toasts  of  Republicans  at  that  mecti  ng 
us  well  as  their  speeches;  look  at  them  and  lb  en 
search  the  country  over  for  moro  damnable  athe- 
ism anil  inlidelity  than  la  exhibited  there.  The 
Bible  religion  scorned  and  despised,  decency 
and  morality  outraged,  and  yet  not  a  word  do  we 
hear  of  the  blasphemy  from  the  Republican. 
Sir,  in  this  city  ol  Indianapolis  is  a  paper  pu  h- 
lishd  by  a  German  Infidel,  a  scoffer  at  tho  Bilde 
ana]  religion,  denying  God  and  trampling  under  its 
unhallowed  feet  the  moral  precepts  of  our  lathe  rs 
ami  of  the  church.  This  is  a  Republican  paper, 
not  one  single  one  of  that  party  dare  raise 


;uioa  General  Government  for  special  purposes, 
delegated  to  tho  Government  certain  defined  pow- 
ers, reserving  each  State  to  itself  the  residuary 
mass  of  right  to  their  owd  self-government;  and 
that  whenever  the  (leneraljiovernnienljassume* 
undelegated  powers,  its  acts  are  unauthoritative, 
void  and  of  no  effect ;  that  to  this  compact  each 
S::tte  acceded  as  a  State,  and  is  an  integral  party, 
that  this  Government,  created  by  this  compact, 
was  not  made  the  exclusive  or  final  judge  of  lh« 
extent  the  powers  delegated  to  itself,  since  thai 
would  have  made  its  discretion,  aud  not  the  Con- 
stitution, the  mensurc  of  its  powers;  but  that,  as 
iu  all  other  cases  of  compact  between  parties  hav- 
ing no  common  judge,  each  party  has  an  equal 
right  to  judge  for  itself  as  well  of  infractions  a* 
of  the  mode  anil  manner  of  redress." 

Theie  is  a  platform  that  has  come  down  front 
iryS,  upon  which  1  stand,  that  either  party  to  t 
compact  has  a  right  to  say  what  shall  be  tha 
prope*-  mode  of  redress.  Take  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  ciuotcd  so  often  upon  ibis  floe 
take  those  principles,  and  let  us  stand  by  the  flag 
of  our  fathers  and  tho  principles  which  they  ei»r 
ried  through  a  seven  years'  war,  and  you  >:uud 
upon  the  resolutions  of  1798.  T  will  read  a  .-ingle 
extract  from  that  Declaration  of  Independence. 
*  »  « 

When  you  tall:  about  coercing  fifteen  sof'ihcrn 
States  or  ft. teen  northern  States  of  this  conied- 
era'-v,  you  might  as  welt  talk  about  damming  up 
the  Mississippi  liver  and  tu.uing  its  waters  toward 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  The  race  from  which  we 
sprung  uevcr  was  conquered.  For  two  thousand 
years  the  history  of  the  world  records  no  instance 
where  the  Anglo  Saxon  race,  or  ihe  people  from 
which  they  sprung,  was  ever  conquered.  When 
you  attompt  by  northern  power  to  compel  the 
southern  people  of  this  country  to  remain  sub- 
servient and  become  vassals  to  them,  a  foreign 
power;  when  that  day  comes,  and  in  the  name  of 
Heaven  I  trust  the  time  will  never  come,  when 
brother  has  got  to  point  Ihe  sword  at  brother's 
breast:  has  got  to  spjll  brother's  blood;  has  ever 
got  to  bo  called  out  under  the  military  despotism 
and  dictatorship' which  is  proposed  to  be  given  by 
a  bill  of  this  House,  to  the  Governor,  and  it  shall 
be  executed  by  the  slave"  of  the  Executive  of 
this  State,  and  we  compelled  to  march  across 
yonder  river  to  take  the  blood  of  our  brothers 
upon  that  soil,  I  pray  that  Cod  Almighty  may, 
in  his  providence  and  mercy,  send  an  earthquake 
to  sink  the  whole  United  States  in  one  common 
grave.  Ask  me  and  the  peoplo  of  Indiana  to 
cross  the  river  to  fight  our  brethren  find  friends? 

Why.  you  may  tell  me,  as  gentlemen  have,  iffTliiU  ol  Senator  Chandler  being  the  briefest 


but 

his  voice  and  vote  against  it.  You  will  hug  it  to 
your  bosoms  and  will  hold  it  as  dear  to  your  hearts 
as  does  the  Mahomincdun  his  Koran  or  tho  fol- 
lowers of  Joe  Smith  the  book  of  Mormon. 

While  you  pour  out  the  vials  of  your  wrath  up- 
on our  devoted  heads  because  we  dare  call  things 
by  their  right  names,  because  we  dare  denoux.ee 
hypocritical  wretches  and  scoundrels,  because  we 
dare  defend  pure  and  undetiled  religion,  will  y  >u 
look  to  your  own  household  and  see  the  festering, 
coroding  poison  that  is  taking  hold  of  the  ritsUs 
of  not  only  religion  and  the  Bible,  but  the  morals, 
liberty,  and  even  the  very  foundations  of  society, 
and  stay  its  onward  march. 

Mr.  Moody  (interrupting) — I  rise  to  a  question 
of  privilege.  I  have  been  informed  the  gentle- 
man has  been  making  some  illusions  personal  to 
myself  when  absent  lmm  my  place.  1  desire  he 
should  repeat  them. 

Mr.  Heffren. — Willi  the  utmost  pleasure,  one'  I 
desire  first  to  inform  the  gentleman  that  I  held 
myself  responsible  outside  of  this  chamber  lor 
what  I  say  in  it,  in  accordance  with  ihe  rales  pre- 
scribed among  gentlemen.  I  say  that  when  the 
gentleman  frem  Jasper  was  talking  about  trea- 
son and  traitors,  when  he  was  speaking  nbout  the 
minority  report  being  an  insult  not  only  to  the 
Democracy  upon  this  floor  but  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  that  I  could  expect  nothing 
better  from  a  heart  so  corrupt  and  rotten  or  from 
a  mind  so  debased,  disgraced,  disbonoied,  vile, 
and  cowardly,  a*  would  make  such  a  general,  dis- 
honorable fling  at  the  dead  as  you  made  about 
the  late  Governor  Willard  in  the  location  of  the 
county  seat  of  Newton  county.  [Applause.] 

Mr.  Moody. — I  would  ask  the  gentleman  it  that 
was  all  he  said? 

Mr.  Heffren. — If  there  was  anything  in*ro  I 
will  give  the  gentlemen  the  benefit  ol  it  in  the 
fullest,  most  complete  and  greatest  extent,  in  nil 
ways,  shapes,  and  manners  which   he  may  desire. 

Mr.  Moody. — Was  there  nothing  else  said  in 
regard  to  my  connection  with  swamp  lands  ? 

Mr.  Heffren. — I  said  the  gentleman  from  Jas- 
per, coming  from  a  county  where  he  had  been 
wading  in  the  swamp  land  trades  up  to  his  knees 
for  these  many  months,  nothing  better  could  be 
expected  from  you  than  to  disgrace  if  possible  the 
dead  by  your  remarks. 

Mr.  Moody. — M r.  Speaker,  permit  me,  sir,  at 
this  time  if  tho  gentleman  will  permit  it —  , 

Mr.  Heffren. — Certainly.  Only  one  thing  re- 
member, the  insult  is  east  upon  you,  act  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  code  prescribed  for  gentlemen 
and  clear  your  garments,  or  wear  the  badge  oi 
infamy. 

Mr.  Moody. — I  wish  to  say  to  members  of  this 
House  that  1  have  had  no  connection,  within  the 
past  two  or  three  years  or  at  auy  time,  with  swamp 
land  matters,  in  any  possible  shape.  I  have  never 
been  mixed  up  with  their  frauds  or  speculations 
in  any  way  or  manner,  except  during  the  last  few 
months.  I  have  investigated  these  matters  to 
satisfy  myself,  and  I  proclaimed  the  frauds  from 
every  stump  in  that  district,  and  pledged  myself 
[  would  use  what  influence  I  possessed  to  have  a 
thorough  and  complete  investigation  of  that.  If 
xhc  gentleman  states  it  because  ho  knows  the 
fact,  I  will  say  the  gentleman  states  what  is  not 
true  ;  and  if  he  states  that  he  docs  not  know  to  be 
true,  he  certainly  is  not  justified  before  this  body, 
in  regard  to  the  other  matter,  what  tho  gentleman 
has  stated  1  will  say  this  only,  I  refer  to  the  cir- 
cumstances connected  with  Gov.  Wil lard's  ad- 
ministration. 1  take  it  that  it  needs  nothing  from 
me  here  or  elsewhere  to  vindicate  my  assertions, 
for  it  will  be  furnished  before  the  session  is  over. 
I  wilt  detain  the  House  no  longer  with  explana- 
tions of  this  matter.  1  will  explain  them  in  some 
other  place,  and  in  a  proper  mode  and  manner. 

Mr.  Heffren. — I  shall  take  up  th«  glove  and 
accept  your  propositions.  The  gentleman  from 
Porter  (Mr.  Cameron) — and  I  must  confess  that 
he  discusses  the  question  as  a  Representativ 
should  discuss  it  —  talks  here  about  the  strong 
arm  of  power.  The  strong  arm  of  power,  sir. 
The  people  of  the  southern  Mates  are  doing  but 
what  our  fathers  did.  I  stand  here  to-day,  a 
firm  admirer  of  ami  believer  in  the  Virginia  reso- 
lutions of  17'J8.  I  say  1  am  hero  still  standing 
by  the  principles  contained  in  them,  recognizing 
the  right  of  a  State  whenever  her  people  may 
choose,  to  leave  this  confederacy  and  set  up  a 
Government  for  itself.  If  this  be  treason,  then 
I  am  a  traitor.  Uut  with  me  you  will  find  moro 
than  a  hundred  thousand  trmtvrn  in  tins  broad 
land,  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  before  yeu  un 
dertake  to  come  with  hemp  in  one  hand  and  a 
bayonet  in  the  other,  as  you  threaten,  to  expiate 
our  crimes  upon  the  altar  of  the  country,  I  toll 
you  to  speak  for  your  own  coffins  and  biin»'  them 
with  you,  for  we  will  meet  you  as  Leonidas  with 
bis  Spartan  band  met  Xerxes  and  his  hosts  at  the 
pass  of  Thermopylae,  and  only  over  our  dead 
bodies  shall  the  hordes  of  Abolitionism,  under  its 
dark  aud  black  banner,  march  across  tho  Ohio 
river  and  there  endeavor  to  plunge  the  sword 
in  the  breasts  of  our  southern  hreathen.  [Ap- 
plause.] 

The  Speaker.— If  there  is  any  more  disorder  in 
the  galleries  I  shall  direct  the  door-keeper  to 
clear  them.  The  Chair  has  upon  all  occasions  at- 
tempted to  suppress  any  marks  of  approbatiou  or 
disapprobation,  and  hopes  order  will  be  pre- 
served. 

Mr.  Heffren. —  I  heartily  coincide  with  what  tho 
Speaker  says,  and  hope  my  friends  will  not  ap- 
plaud. I  insist  that  the  Virginia  resolutions  of 
17UH,  which  i  will  read,  and  which  have  been 
reendoraed  every  four  years  by  tho  Bemocratic 
party,  shows  where  that  party  stood  in  years  past 
and  gone,  aud  where  that  party  stands  now:

.Mr.  rrazier(interrupting) — I  appeal  to  the  gen- 
tleman whether  1  said  any  such  thing.  I  said 
nothing  about  negro  insurrections. 

Mr.  Heffren — Some  gentleman  upon  the  floor 
made  such  reference,  aud  if  I  should  take 
Lima  to  look  at  my  notes  I  could  tell  who.  J  am 
oiily  putting  in  Republican  assertions.  While  the 
gentleman  has  called  my  attention  to  this  matter 
1  will  refer  to  another.  In  his  remarks  ho  spoke, 
I  believe,  something  about  slaying  thousands  of 
southerners  with  the  jaw  bone  of  an  ass.  I  don't 
know  whether  my  friend  bettered  his  ease  by  the 
simile  or  not,  yet  I  do  grant  him  it  struck  me  as' 
exceedingly  appropi [ate,  when  I  knew  that  gen- 
tleman had  just  been  eating  cheese.

Goto  the  streets  of  your  own  Indi- 
anapolis, of  Chicago,  Philadelphia  or  New  York, 
in  the  depth  of  wiuter,  aud  see  the  poor  white 
children  there  shivering  and  s<.nivir.g,  yes,  and 
stealing  a  miserable  pittance,  tha*  the  ofners  may 
lock  them  up  in  the  tombs  of  New  York,  that 
they  may  get  a  shelter  and  something  to  cat.  So 
it  is  that  thousands  upon  thousands  in  our  own 
cities  pine  in  want,  misery  and  w.etchcdness. 

Sir,  go  to  my  own  town  and  see  there  what  I 
have  seen.  When  in  the  depths  of  mid  winter 
the  factories  were  frozen  up  or  closed  anu  no  work 
to  do,  you  might  see  the  cbild  from  eight  to  four- 
teen upon  the  streets  begging  for  work,  that  ho 
might  earn  enough  to  keep  body  aud  soul  to- 
gether. They  were  white  orphan  children;  tho 
bones  of  their  parents  rested  in  the  bosom  of  the 
cold  earth  and  there  was  none  to  look  after  them. 
Toil  on,  little  white  slave,  we  care  not  for  yoa,  ras 
in  effect  the  answer  of  the  Republican  Pharr  c«  to 
the  poor  child.  Not  u  penny  can  you  get  fruui  tta: 
we  care  not  for  your  watus,  your  wrongs;  you 
arc  white,  we  know  you  not.  Away  down  Sou  ill, 
on  Mississippi's  hoUoins  or  Georgia'.-  sand  j,  i:  r. 
lung  heeled,  thick  lipped,  wooly  headed  Mae:, 
race;  there  is  where  our  philanthropy  e:.te>ids; 
vhere  is  where  wc  turn  our  eyes  in  holy  horror  and 
bewail  the  fate  of  another  vaco  who  a.*e  not  oT 
us.  I  hope  the  gentleman  from  Po-  'cr  wilt  con- 
tinue on  iu  this  noble  work.  Raise  up  the  poor 
white  man;  elevate  him  in  the  scale  ol  being  and 
you  will  do  well.  What  masters  it  to  us  wnai  be- 
comes of  the  negro,  so  Indiana's  soil  is  not  cu-  *e«- 
by  their  presence.  I  tell  gentlemen,  -ake  care  of 
your  own  affairs,  let  your  neighbor's  alone  aud  you 
will  avoid  great  trouble. 

The  gentleman  from  Henry  [M".  Hendry]  says 
this  minority  report  is  the  Breckiur  dge  plai.orm, 
with  a  slave  code  attached.  I  bcli»'\e  the  Brocl.- 
inridgc  platform  to  be  nothing  more  noi  less  tha.i 
the  Constitution  of  tne  country.  I  believe,  as  a 
free  man,  that  the  territo*y  purchased  by  tiie  com- 
mon blood,  or  by  the  common  treasure  of  ibis 
country,  equally  belongs  io  all;  that  I,  si",  or  you 
who  sit  in  that  chair,  owning  slaves  in  another 
State,  have  the  same  right  to  go  to  Nebrask; 
Arizonia,  or  Jefferson,  with  ourproperty,  as  the 
gentleman  from  Henry  to  lake  his  horse  or  cow. 
Slaves  arc  recogniicd  as  property  by  the  Coastitu- 
tion  of  the  United  States;  but  wheu  the  people  of 
a  Territory  hold  a  convention  to  form  a  State 
Constitution,  then  that  sovereignty  which  is  in  J,he 
people  comes  into  action,  and  if  they  say  exclude 
slavery,  so  it  should  he;  if  they  protect  and  regu- 
late it,  it  is  their  own  baaiaeeej  and  none  of  ours. 
This  I  say  as  a  lawyer. 

Mr.  Rundy  (interrupting) — I  would  like  to 
know  if  holding  these  views  the  gentleman  voted 
for  Stephen  A.  Houglas? 

Mr.  Heffren — I  will  answer  the  gentleman.  In 
response  to  the  question  I  will  speak  about  the  Re 
publican  party  by  way  of  answer.  If  I  remember 
right,  in  18.r>o*  there  was  a  convention  met  in  Phil 
adclphia  which  nominated  John  C.  Fremont  for 
the  Presidency.
